ABOtJX  NARCISSUS. 


^TfARCISSUS  flowers  are  among  the  earli- 

I  est  to  appear  in   ^ 

spring,  and  are 
—  always  welcomed 
on  account  of  their  ex- 
quisite texture,  rich 
color  and  delicate  fra- 
grance. They  are  also 
suitable  for  blooming 
in  pots  of  earth  or 
glasses  of  water  during 
the  winter  months.  The 
colors  range  from  pure 
white  through  shades 
0  f  yellow  t  0  golden 
orange,  and  the  flowers 
are  charming,  whether 
upon  the  plants  i  n 
house  or  garden,  or  in 
table  bouquets. 

All  of  the  Narcissus 
are  bulbous,  and  all 
perfectly  hardy  except 
the  varieties  of  Polyan- 
thus Narcissus.  The 
bulbs  should  be  ob- 
tained and  planted  in 
autumn,  covering  them 
three  inches  deep.  Af- 
ter planting  tread  the 
soil  firmly  and  apply  a 
dressing  of  stable  litter. 
Planting  may  be  done 
any  time  after  October 
1st,  but  can  be  contin- 
ued until  February,  if 
the  bulbs  have  been 
kept  in  a  cool  place, 

November  is  perhaps  the  best  month  in  which 
to  plant  the  bulbs  of  the  hardy  kinds.  The 
Polyanthus  varieties  and  the  Sacred  Lily  or

Chinese  Narcissus  may  be  potted  early  to  bloom 
early  in  the  house,  or  later  for  late  blooming. 
In  the  South,  where  the  Narcissus  are  hardy, 
November  is  the  best  month  for  planting  these 
out  in  beds. 

Narcissus  beds  should  be  renewed  once  in 
four  or  five  years.  If  allowed  to  remain  undis- 
turbed for  a  protracted  period  the  bulbs  will 
become  too  deep  and  too  crowded  to  bloom 
well.  They  are  among  the  most  tenacious  and 
reliable  of  spring-flowering  bulbs,  and  when 
once  started  they  improve  with  age.  The  Poly- 

 anthus  varieties  are 

easily  grown  in  pots 
and  sure  to  bloom  even 
under  adverse  condi- 
tions. Of  these  the  Pa- 
per White  is  the  most 
popular,  although  the 
large-clustered  sorts  as 
Gloriosa,  Grand  xMon- 
arque  and  SoherD'or, 
together  with  the  Chi- 
nese Sacred  Lily,  are 
equally  valuable. 

Hop  Vines.— 

The  Hop  is  an  eas- 
ily grown  ornamental 
vine  for  a  trellis,  or  for 
covering  a  summer 
house,  but  if  it  is  want- 
ed for  the  hops  the 
plants  should  not  be 
g:rown  in  a  shady  situa- 
tion. They  like  plenty 
of  sun,  and  must  have 
it  if  the  vines  are  to  de- 
velop hops  as  well  as 
foliage.  The  golden- 
leaved  Hop  is  especial- 
ly valuable  for  its  foli- 
age. The  soil  about  the 
roots  should  be  cultivat- 
ed eyery  season,  and  if 
a  fertilizer  i  s  needed 
apply  bonedust  or 
phosphate.  Japanese 
Hop,  Humulus  Japon- 
icus  variegatis,  is  a  beautiful,  rapid-growing 
trellis  vine,  but  avoid  letting  the  seeds  scatter, 
as  it  may  become  a  weed. 
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Propagfating:  Japan  ese  Bar- 
berry.—The  Japanese  Barberry  is  readily 
p  ^pagated  by  seeds,  which  should  be  sown  in 
the  fall,  as  soon  as  ripe.  The  little  plants  will 
appear  early  in  the  spring,  and  will  make  a  sat- 
isfactory growth  the  first  season. 


FAIVCY  CAI^ADIUMS. 


Crinutn  IrOnsfiflorum.  —  This  Crin- 
iim  is  almost  hardy,  but  at  the  North  it  should 
be  kept  in  a  flower-pot,  water  being  applied 
sparingly,  just  enough  to  keep  the  fleshy  roots 
from  wilting.  In  the  spring  repot  the  plant 
without  disturbing  the  roots,  giving  it  a  larger 
pot,  and  renew  the  supply  of  water.  If  pre- 
ferred, the  bulb  can  be  bedded  out  during  the 
summer  season.  It  thrives  in  a  very  sandy, 
porous,  well-drained  soil  and  a  sunny  situation. 


Tuberous  Begfonias.  —  When  the 
buds  of  Tuberous  Begonias  drop  it  is  usually 
because  the  drainage  is  insufficient,  or  the  soil 
is  not  of  a  porous  character.  A  compost  of 
sand,  leaf-mold  and  fibrous  loam,  equal  parts, 
will  suit  these  Begonias,  and  the  crown  of  the 
tubers  should  protrude  above  the  soil.  During 
a  dry  time  the  tubers  can  be  covered  with  pure, 
sharp  sand,  without  detriment,  but  if  covered 
with  soil  they  are  liable  to  rot.  They  like  par- 
tial shade  and  a  moderate  supply  of  water. 


Red  Spider,— The  so-called  "red  spider" 
is  not  a  spider,  but  a  little  mite  that  spins  an 
almost  invisible  web.  It  usually  works  on  the 
under  side  of  the  leaves, 
extracting  the  juice  and 
causing  the  leaves  to  curl 
downward.  The  pest  is  al- 
ways more  troublesome  in 
a  dry  season.  Many  plants 
are  subject  to  this  pest,  in- 
cluding Begonias,  Fuchsias 
and  Roses.  If  the  plants 
are  sprayed,  especially  on 
the  under  side  of  the  leaves, 
they  will  rarely  be  attacked  by  this  pest. 
When  much  troubled  the  affected  foliage  should 
be  removed  and  burned,  and  the  rest  of  the 
foliage  sponged  with  soapsuds,  to  which  has 
been  added  a  little  kerosene  oil,  say  a  teaspoon- 
ful  to  a  gallon  of  suds,  well  incorporated. 


fHESE  ARE  TROPICAL  bulbous  plants 
requiring  a  moist,  warm  atmosphere. 
The  foliage  is  the  attractive  part  of  the 
plant  and  develops  in  the  brightest  col- 
ors during  the  summer  season,  at  which  season 
it  also  blooms.  During  the  winter  season  the 
tubers  are  inactive,  and  the  fully  developed 
leaves  die  to  the  ground.  At  the  North  water 
should  be  withheld  entirely 
and  the  pots  kept  in  a  rather 
warm  room  or  closet  until 
spring,  when  they  can  again 
be  started  into  growth.  Flor- 
ists always  take  the  bulbs 
from  the  soil,  dry  them  and 
keep  them  in  a  flower-pot  or 
other  receptacle  in  a  warm 
part  of  the  greenhouse.  In 
the  spring  the  tubers  are  re- 
potted and  watered  sparingly  until  roots  de- 
velop and  the  leaves  appear,  when  the  tubers 
can  be  cut  apart  and  planted  separately  to  in- 
crease the  supply. 

As  a  rule.  Fancy  Caladiums  do  not  thrive  in 
a  dry,  hot  atmosphere  exposed  to  the  sun. 
They  like  a  shady  place  and  a  warm,  moist  at- 
mosphere, and  when  growing  a  liberal  supply 
of  water  should  be  given  them. 

Rust  upon  Hollyboclts.—  What  is 
generally  called  rust  upon  the  foliage  of  Holly- 
hocks is  a  fungus  disease,  mostly  known  as 
Hollyhock  fungus.  Where  this  disease  appears 
the  beauty  of  the  Hollyhock  is  ruined,  and  it 
would  be  almost  as  well  to  discard  the  cultiva- 
tion of  this  handsome  flower.  Some  horticul- 
turists recommend  spraying  with  Bordeaux 
Mixture.  In  applying  this  mixture,  however, 
care  must  be  taken  that  it  is  not  too  strong, 
otherwise  the  foliage  will  be  injured  more  by 
the  remedy  than  by  the  disease.  There  is 
really  no  effectual  remedy  for  this  fungus. 
Where  it  is  very  troublesome  the  Hollyhock 
should  be  discarded  for  a  few  years  until  the 
disease  disappears. 


Immature  Oalillas.  —  Dahlias  re- 
quire a  sandy,  porous  soil  to  mature  satisfac- 
torily. In  a  tenacious,  clay  soil  the  drainage 
is  often  insufficient,  and  the  flowers  develop 
one-sided  or  perhaps  turn  black  and  drop  off 
without  developing.  A  liberal  dressing  of 
fresh-slacked  lime  stirred  into  the  soil  will 
overcome  this  trouble  to  some  extent,  but  if 
the  soil  is  very  sandy  and  well  cultivated,  the 
plants  will  bloom  more  freely  and  the  flowers 
will  be  fully  developed. 


l^^on -blooming-  Plants.  —  A  sub- 
scriber in  Alabama  complains  that  her  Datura 
suaveolens  and  Hibiscus  plants  fail  to  bloom. 
She  has  had  them  for  more  than  a  year,  and 
they  are  three  feet  tall,  but  have  not  produced 
a  flower.  To  promote  the  development  of  buds 
and  flowers  she  should  stir  some  fresh-slacked 
lime  into  the  surface  soil.

THE  BUXXERFLrY  FI^OWER. 


fHE  ELEGANT,  NEW,  narrow-leaved 
Coleus  named  Gortmore  is  a  decided 
acquisition  to  any  collection  of  choice 
foliage  plants.  It  was  secured  at  the 
Glasnevin  Botanic  Gardens,  where  a  specimen 
plant  did  service  in  helping  to  decorate  the 
margin  of  the  huge  water-tank  in  which  the 
Victoria  regia  was 
growing.  Each  leaf 
1  s  exquisitely  varie- 
gated, the  center  be- 
i  ng  bright  carmine, 
the  zone  chocolate, 
and  the  indented  mar- 
gin charmingly  mot- 
tled green.  The  base 
IS  sulphur  and  gold, 
and  this  variegation 
rans  down  the  stem 
to  Its  union  with  tne 
GORTMORE  COLEUS.  brauch.  These  rich 
and  beautiful  leaves  are  thickly  set  and  mostly 
somewhat  arched,  giving  the  dense,  pyramidal 
plant  a  most  graceful  and  pleasing  appearance. 

This  superb  Coleus  is  as  easily  grown  as 
the  common  varieties,  and  should  become  pop- 
ular. The  little  engraving  represents  a  small 
plant,  but  to  be  appreciated  a  large,  well-grown 
plant  should  be  seen.  It  is  a  plant  of  rare 
beauty  and  value. 

Heliantlius  IWIaximilianus.— This 
is  the  latest-blooming  of  the  perennial  Sun- 
flowers, and  a  clump  in  the  La  Park  gardens  is 
now,  Oct.  12th,  a  glorious  mass  of  golden  flow- 
ers. The  plants  grow  eight  feet  high,  are  stiff 
and  erect,  and  the  flowers  appear  at  the  leaf 
axils,  mostly  upon  short  stems,  and  also  ter- 
niiuate  the  growth.  The  flowers  are  not  larger 
than  a  single  Aster,  are  of  a  rich  golden  yellow, 
and  last  for  many  days.  The  frost  does  not 
affect  either  foliage  or  flowers  of  this  showy 
perennial,  and  as  the  plant  is  lasting  and  in- 
creases with  age  it  is  one  of  the  most  desirable 
of  the  late-blooming  perennials.  It  should  be 
in  every  collection. 


Cut  Flowers.— Among  the  most  desira- 
ble of  annuals  to  grow  foi  cut  flowers  are  Sweet 
Alyssum,  Asters,  Calliopsis,  Candytuft,  Cen- 
taurea  in  variety,  but  especially  Centaurea 
•  yanus  ccelestina  fl.pl.,  Cosmos,  Delphinium, 
Dianthus,  Gaillardia,  Mignonette,  Scabiosa, 
Ten  Weeks  Stock,  Tropaeolum  Dwarf  and 
Climbing,  Wall  Flower  and  Sweet  Peas.  The 
^eeds  can  be  obtained  and  sown  early  in 
spring,  some  in  boxes  in  the  house,  and  the 
hardier  sorts  outdoors. 


A  Fern  Pest.  —  A  subscriber  in  Idaho 
writes  that  her  Fern  is  troubled  with  a  pest  at 
the  roots.  Perhaps  the  best  remedy  she  can 
apply  will  be  a  layer  of  fine  chopped  tobacco 
stems  placed  over  the  soil  about  the  plant,  after 
which  the  partially  dried-out  soil  should  be 
freely  w^atered  with  lime-water. 


f HARDY  PLANT  that  has  recently  be- 
come popular  is  Autumn  Lilac  or  Butter- 
fly Shrub,  the  former  name  because  of 

 the  fancied  resemblance  of  the  flower  in 

color  and  form  to  that  of  the  Lilac,  and  the  lat- 
ter because  ot  tbe  butterflies  which  hover  about 
the  plant  when  in  bloom.  It  is  a  hardy  peren- 
nial shrub,  but  mostly  herbaceous  at  the  North, 
where  the  branches 
are  usually  destroyed 
to  the  ground  during 
the  winter,  and  must 
be  removed  in  the 
spring.  The  growth 
of  a  well-rooted  plant, 
however,  is  vigorous, 
and  in  autumn,  when 
the  long,  elegant  ra- 
cemes of  lilac-colored 
flowers  appear,  a 
clump  becomes  very 
decorative  and  at- 
tractive,  and  retains 
its  flow^ers  until  long  after  the  frost  has  de- 
stroyed most  of  the  garden  flowers. 

Buddleya  Magnifica  is  the  name  by  which 
the  most  handsome  of  the  autumn  Lilacs  can 
be  obtained.  It  wnll  grow  six  feet  high,  thrive 
in  any  rich  soil  in  a  sunny  situation,  and 
blooms  profusely  throughout  summer  and  au 
tumn.  Buddleya  Asiatica  also  is  handsome, 
and  preferred  for  pot  culture  and  winter 
blooming.   See  engraving. 


BUTTERFLY  FLOWER. 


Violets  Seeding:.— It  is  not  unnatural 
for  Violets  to  produce  seeds  without  visible 
flowers,  especially  after  the  flowering  season 
is  past.  The  common  blue  Violets  found  in  our 
meadows  bloom  freely  early  in  spring,  but  later 
in  the  season  they  will 
be  found  developing 
seed  pods,  although  no 
flowers  are  to  be  seen. 
Occasionally,  under 
certain  conditions,  the 
plants  will  fail  alto- 
gether to  develop  flow- 
ers.  This  condition  is  violets 
possibly  due  to  the  lack  of  some  element  in  the 
soil,  and  is  generally  found  where  the  soil  is 
keavy,  rich  clay  loam.  To  overcome  the  trouble 
it  would  be  well  to  stir  sand  freely  into  the  sur- 
face soil,  and  when  a  fertilizer  is  needed  apply 
bone  dust. 


Scale  on  Ferns.  —  When  a  Fern  be- 
comes badly  infested  with  scale  cut  the  fronds 
off  and  burn  them,  then  cover  the  soil  with 
chopped  tobacco  stems  and  water  sparingly  till 
growth  begins,  when  the  supply  of  water 
should  be  increased,  if  the  plant  is  but  slight- 
ly afi'ected  rub  off  the  older  scales  and  sponge 
the  fronds  witii  warm  soap-suds  to  which  has 
been  added  a  teaspoon  ful  ot  kerosene  to  a  gal- 
lon of  suds.  Repeat  the  cleansing  every  .second 
day  until  the  pest  is  eradicated, 
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DAFFODILS.

Sweet  Williams,  and  the  host  of  garden 
flowers  and  fruits— Strawberries,  Raspberries, 
Blackberries,  Gooseberries,  Currants  and  Cher- 
ries. We  listen,  and  the  click  of  the  mower  is 
heard  in  the  fields  of  fragrant  clover,  followed 
by  that  of  the  reaper  among  the  golden  grain. 

And  now  the  harvest  is  past  and  the  fall  sea- 
son, radiant  with  a  wealth  of  golden  bloom 
along  every  fence-row  and  highway  appears. 
As  we  think  of  the  sweet  purple  Plums,  the 
melting  pink-cheeked  Peaches,  the  red  and 
gold  Apples  of  the  orchard,  and  the  big  ripe

It  i  s  now 
that  the  mountains 
and  hills  are  sublime 
and  beautiful  in  their 
rich  and  pleasing  au- 
ASTERs.  tumn  hues ;  it  is  now 

that  our  feathered  friends  assemble  and  sing 
to  us  their  sad  farewells;  while  the  forlorn 
cricket  in  the  fading  grass  calls  dolefully  to  his 
mate,  and  the  Blue  Jay  utters  his  wierd  shrieks 
among  the  over-hanging  trees  by  the  water's 
edge.  We  now  feel  the  pinch  of  King  Frost  in 
the  early  mornings,  and  know  that  Stern  Win- 
ter is  near  at  hand.  We,  at  the  North,  shudder 
as  we  realize  the  nearness  of  the  season  of  ice 
and  snow  and  biting  winds,  and  envy  our 
friends  of  the  South  their  genial  and  delight- 
ful winter  clime.  My  friends,  the  words  of  the 
old  roundelay  which  runs—

"Old  Mr.  December,  Old  Mr.  December, 

So  you  have  come  at  last ; 
We've  looked  for  you,  we've  looked  for  you, 
For  we  love  your  northern  blast," 
never  appealed  to  me.   When  I  hear  the  cold 
wind  whistling  around  the  corners  of  ray  home, 
and  moaning  through  the  group  of  evergreens 
near  ray  window,  I 
would  fain  be  a  raigra- 
tory  bird,  and  wing  ray 
way  t  o  the  land  of 
orange-flowers  and  ev- 
erblooming  Roses  until 
the  warm  sunshine 
and  showers  of  spring 
awake  and  call  forth 
the  Snowdrop  and  Cro- 
cus from  their  slum- 
bers, and  the  great  an- 
nual resurrection  of 
earth's  sleeping  beauty 
again  appears.

Thunbergia  grandi- 
flora,  Thunber  g  i  a 
alata,  and  the  pretty 
golden  Morning 
Glory,  Convolvulus 
aureus  superbus, 
will  afford  plants 
and  vines  that  will 
brighten  and  make 
cheerful  and  attrac- 
tive with  foliage  and 
bloom  our  dwelling 
rooms,  while  Palms, 
Ferns,  A  sparagus 
THUNBERGIA  GRANDiFLORA.  and  various  succu- 
lents will  furnish  decorative  plants.  These 
should  all  be  potted  or  repotted  early  in  au- 
tumn to  have  them  well  established  and  grow- 
ing when  the  winter  season  arrives. 

And  do  not  forget,  my  friends,  that  the  hardy 
bulbs,  such  as  Hya- 
cinths, Tulips  and 
Narcissus,  are 
among  the  most 
beautiful  and  relia- 
ble flowers  for  house 
culture  in  winter,  or 
garden  beds  in  the 
spring.  Buy  and 
plant  freely  of  these. 
The  flower-buds  are 
already  laid  up  by 
Nature  in  the  heart 
of  each  bulb,  and  all 
we  have  to  do  is  to  asparagus  sprengeri. 
provide  favorable  conditions  for  their  develop- 
ment into  lovely,  full-blown  flowers.  Now  is 
the  time  to  get  and  pot  or  plant  the  hardy 
bulbs,  and  a  dollar  or  more  spent  for  them  will 
never  be  regretted.

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BBOOXIA  ROBUST  A. 


t FIBROUS-ROOTED  Begonia  that 
blooms  almost  continuously,  summer  and 
winter,  is  Begonia  robusta,  represented 
in  the  little  en- 
graving. The  plant 
grows  and  blooms 
freely,  has  rosy  stems 
and  m  i  d-r  i  bs,  and 
when  pinched  back 
will  form  a  compact 
bush,  lovely  in  foli- 
age, and  decorated 
with  exquisite  clus- 
ters of  pink  flowers. 
This  fibrous-rooted  begonia  robusta. 
Begonia  is  rarely  found  in  collections,  but  its 
easy  culture  and  great  beauty  when  well  grown 
commends  it  to  all  who  are  fond  of  this  fine 
class  of  plants. 

For  a  Sliady  Bed.—  A  subscriber  at 
Johnstown,  Pa,,  has  a  bed  at  the  rear  of  his 
residence  which  is  never  reached  by  the  sun, 
and  he  wants  to  know  what  to  plant  there  that 
will  thrive.  The  most  showy  foliage  plant  he 
could  use  would  be  Caladium  esculentum.  He 
could  get  the  tubers  early  in  spring  and  start 
them  in  pots,  then  bed  them  out  when  danger 
from  frost  is  past,  watering  them  freely  while 
growing.  The  plants  will  make  enormous 
leaves,  and  the  bed  will  afford  an  elegant  dis- 
play of  tropical  foliage.  If  there  is  an  abund- 
ance of  light  without  direct  sunshine  perhaps 
the  best  blooming  plants  that  could  be  used  for 
sucn  a  bed  would  be  Tuberous  Begonias.  These 
also  should  be  started  early  and  planted  out 
when  danger  from  frost  is  past.  In  planting 
allow  the  crown  of  each  tuber  to  protrude  above 
the  surface,  then  cover  the  entire  bed  with 
sharp,  clean  sand  until  the  tubers  are  out  of 
sight. 

Wliite  Fly.— The  so-called  **White  Fly" 
which  troubles  Fuchsias,  Nasturtiums,  Salvias 
ana  other  plants  in  the  greenhouse  can  be 
eradicated  by  syringing  the  under  side  of  the 
leaves  with  lime-sulphur  solution,  made  by 
mixing  one  part  lime-sulphur  with  fifteen  parts 
tobacco  tea.  To  give  the  foliage  a  silvery  ap- 
pearance add  a  small  quantity  of  fresh-slacked 
,  lime  with  the  material  before  applying. 

Wintering:  a  Fuclisia.— Fuchsia 
plants  are  easily  kept  over  winter  in  a  frost- 
proof room,  watering  sparingly— enough  to 
keep  the  plants  from  drying  up.  In  the  spring 
cut  the  tops  back,  renew  the  supply  of  water, 
and  give  a  warmer  situation,  and  the  growth 
will  soon  become  active. 


Nitrate  of  Soda.  —  A  teaspoonful  of 
nitrate  of  soda  dissolved  in  two  gallons  of  water 
will  make  a  valuable  liquid  fertilizer  or  stimu- 
lant for  the  growth  of  house  plants.  Apply  it 
sparingly  every  fortnight  while  the  growth  is 
active.  Do  not  use  it  when  the  plants  are  at 
rest. 


sTHEN  Tulips  are  planted  in  October, 
yi  November  or  December  it  is  very  rare 
jLy  for  a  blooming-sized  bulb  to  fail  in  pro- 
'  ducing  a  flower.  If  the  bulbs  are  kept 
until  after  New  Year  many  of  them  will  fail  to 
bloom,  unless  so  planted  that  they  will  be  free 
from  frost.  The  reason  a  Tulip,  Hyacinth  or 
Crocus  fails  to  bloom  is  because  the  bulbs  are 
not  well  rooted.  It  is  generally  better  to  plant 
Tulips  at  the  North  in  November,  rather  than 
earlier,  for  when  the  flower-bud,  which  is  laid 
up  in  every  Tulip,  begins  to  develop  before 
winter  it  is  liable  to  be  injured  by  frost.  The 
same  is  true  of  Hyacinths,  which  are  more  lia- 
ble to  suffer  from  early  planting  than  Tulips. 
When  the  hardy  bulbs  are  planted  late  they 
should  be  covered  from  three  to  five  inches 
deep,  the  soil  well  firmed,  and  a  rather  heavy 
layer  of  stable  litter  placed  over  the  surface 
Strawy  manure  will  do  just  as  well,  but  should 
be  removed  when  the  bulbs  begin  to  push  up. 
as  the  growth  may  not  be  able  to  penetrate 
such  covering.  To  have  plants  bloom  well  in 
pots  of  earth  or  glasses  of  water,  it  is  equally 
necessary  to  have  the  roots  well  developed  in 
order  to  secure  the  best  results,  as  such  hardy 
bulbs  as  Hyacinths,  Tulips  and  Crocus  will  in- 
variably fail  to  bloom  satisfactorily  unless  well 
rooted.  The  Due  Van  Thol  Tulips  are  prefer- 
able for  house  culture,  being  the  earliest  of  all 
Tulips  whether  grown  in  either  house  or  gar- 
den. 

Starting:  Hollyliocks.—  Hollyhocks 
are  readily  grown  from  seeds,  which  should  be 
sown  early  in  summer  to  have  good  plants  for 
blooming  the  following  season.  The  strain 
known  a  s  Chater's 
improved  Hollyhock 
is  the  best,  and  it  is 
better  to  pay  an  extra 
price  in  order  to  get 
these  seeds,  although 
they  are  often  of  in- 
f  e  r  i  o  r  germinating 
quality.  It  is  well  to 
set  the  plants  out  in 
September  in  order 
that  they  may  become 
well  established  and 
able  t  o  endure  the 
winter  at  the  North,  double  hollyhocks. 
Plants  thus  started  will  bloom  the  following 
season,  and  if  cut  back  after  blooming  they 
may  regain  sufficient  vitality  to  withstand  the 
second  winter  and  bloom  another  season. 


Rose-tiuds  Blasting:.— A  subscriber 
in  Indiana  wants  to  know  why  the  buds  of 
Roses  will  sometimes  turn  brown  and  drop 
without  developing.  This  condition  is  mostly 
due  to  acid  in  the  soil,  caused  by  insufficient 
aeration.  If  some  lime  is  stirred  into  the  sur- 
face it  will  promote  the  development  of  buds 
by  neutralizing  the  acid  and  admitting  air  to 
the  roots  of  the  plants.  , 
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§N  ACCOUNT  of  her  mild  and  lovely  cli- 
mate, and  the  richness  of  her  soil,  Dixie 
was  given  the  lovely  Magnolia  all  for  her 
own.  Among  the  numerous  trees  that 
adorn  the  American  forests,  the  Magnolia  is 
considered  the  most  beautiful  for  its  stately 
appearance,  conical  form,  richness  of  foliage, 
and  the  magnifience  and  beauty,  as  well  as  de- 
lightful odor  of  its  flowers.  These  large  white 
flowers,  greeted  by  the  morning  sun,  kissed  by 
southern  breezes,  and  mirrored  by  the  blue 
canopy  of  heaven,  look  like  great  snowflakes 
nestling  among  the  thick  evergreen  foliage. 
During  the  flowering  season  the  air  is  laden 
with  perfume  of  a  delicate  sweetness  for  a 
great  distance  from  a  grove  of  Magnolias.  The 
trees  bloom  at  a  time  when  the  season  is  in  her 
gayest  attire,  May,  and  some  continue  to  bloom 
until  the  first  of  July,  Just  diagonally  across 
the  street  from  where  I  am  writing  is  a  very 
beautiful  tree,  one  which  I  have  admired  for 
more  than  four  years.  The  Magnolia  grows 
best  in  damp  soil,  but  will  thrive  on  almost  any 
southern  soil.  It  is  a  rapid  grower,  and  easily 
propagated  from  the  bright  scarlet  seed  which 
falls  from  a  large  cone  in  September. 

As  the  blossoms  are  difficult  to  obtain,  but 
very  few  are  used  in  bouquets.  The  petals  are 
so  tender  that  a  breath  or  the  slightest  touch 
causes  discoloration.  Many  lessons  of  scien- 
tific and  practical  value  may  be  learned  from 
this  great  white  flower.  W.  H.  Lirely.

A  Box  of  Cacti.— Time  and  place— a 
dark,  gloomy,  sunless  morning  on  Long  Island. 
The  first  mail  brought  a  box  of  Cacti,  and 
when  they  were  potted  and  placed  in  a  win- 
dow it  would  not  require  a  very  vivid  imagina- 
tion to  believe  that  the  sun  was  shining  in  that 
window,  for  part  of  those  Cacti  had  apparent- 
ly brought  with  them  concentrated  sunshine 
from  their  California  home  in  their  glistening, 
golden  yellow  spines.  Among  their  travelling 
companions  was  a  massive  cutting  Cereus  Ccer- 
ulescens,  and  a  root  of  Opuntia  Papyracantha, 
the  oddest  Opuntia  in  my  collection.  A  friend 
likens  the  broad,  flat,  contorted  spines,  from 
which  it  obtains  its  name,  to  Chinese  finger- 
nails—an apt  if  not  a  very  pleasant  comparison.

BRUGMAI^SIA. 


W(  WONDER  why  artists  make  such  scraggy, 
|i  stalky  pictures  of  the  Brugmansia.  If  they 
^  would  come  to  Virginia  and  see  my  plant 
—  with  its  tropical  foliage  from  the  ground 
up,  and  just  covered  with  its  large,  creamy 
flowers,  anywhere  from  fifty  up  to  one  hun- 
dred open  at  one  time,  I  am  sure  they  would 
advertise  the  plant  as  something  worth  while. 
The  flowers  are  among  the  sweetest  scented  I 
know  of.  One  plant  in  bloom  will  perfume  a 
large  lawn.  It  is  very  easy  to  take  care  of 
through  the  winter.  I  keep  mine  in  a  tub,  set 
it  away  in  a  corner  out  of  the  way,  water  just 
enough  to  keep  the  soil  from  drying  out.  Bring 
it  out  in  the  spring  when  danger  of  frost  is 
past,  and  set  in  the  yard.  It  will  begin  to  grow 
at  once,  and  m  a  short  time  you  will  see  little 
flower  buds  peeping  out  all  over  the  plant.  My 
plant  is  kept  in  the  basement.  You  can  keep 
it  anywhere,  just  so  it  is  warm  enough  that  it 
won't  freeze.  Try  it,  flower  lovers,  and  you 
will  be  fullj-  repaid  for  all  of  your  trouble.

Starting*  Roses.— I  find  no  trouble  in 
starting  Roses  from  layers  of  branches.  I  can 
start  Roses  of  any  kind  in  this  way.  Simply 
cut  a  nick  on  the  under  side  of  the  branch, 
bend  it  down  in  a  little  trench  made  in  the  soil, 
tufn  the  tip  end  of  the  branch  up,  and  cover 
with  soil,  laying  a  stone  over  to  prevent  it  from 
being  washed  out.  The  next  summer  you  will 
find  that  roots  have  pushed  out  around  the 
nick,  and  can  then  cut  the  branch  off  and  set  it 
where  you  wish.  Some  branches  I  merely 
bend  to  the  soil  and  place  a  block  or  brick  over 
to  keep  them  in  place,  and  often  young  shoots 
will  be  found  pushing  up  in  the  spring  at  every 
leaf , while  roots  have  gone  down  into  the  earth. 
The  branch  can  then  be  cut  off  and  will  make 
several  plants.  Roses  do  not  all  start  in  the 
same  way,  but  by  layering  as  suggested  a  plant 
can  be  produced  from  each  layered  branch.

fO  WINTER  a  large  number  of  Gerani- 
ums in  the  usual  way,  requires  more 
window^  space  than  the  ayerage  home  can 
conyeniently  jield  without  the  rooms 
being  materially  darkened,  and  the  house  being 
turned  into  a  storage  place  for  the  plants.  Still 
these  plants  which  haye  beautihed  the  sur- 
roundings and  filleci  our  hearts  with  joy  and 
gladness  by  their  lavish  display  of  leaf  and 
bloom,  deserve  a  better  fate  than  to  be  left  out 
to  freeze  and  die.  Therefore  the  following 
method  may  prove  apropos,  not  only  to  those 
who  dishke  to  see  these  superb  bedding  plants 
frost-killed,  but  also  to  those  who  desire  to 
keep  over  a  larger  number  of  Geraniums  than 
would  be  possible  by  the  usual  method. 

For  the  past  three  years  the  writer  has  used 
with  flattering  success,  the  following  method 
of  wintering  numerous  Geranium  plants :  Be- 
fore they  are  mjured  by  frost,  take  up  the 
sturdiest,  w^ell-rooted  plants,  leaving  on  what- 
ever soil  happens  to  adhere  to  the  roots.  To 
exclude  all  light  and  help  keep  the  plants  dor- 
mant wrap  bundles  of  plants  in  several  thick- 
nesses of  paper,  and  hang,  roots  up,  in  a  dark, 
dry,  cold  but  frost-proof  cellar,  and  leave  them 
alone  until  spring-.  To  avoid  any  possible  ill- 
effects  from  the  transition  from  out  of  doors  to 
the  root  cellar,  it  is  advisable  to  keep  the  plants 
in  a  shed  or  under  a  sheltered  porch  for  a  day 
or  two  before  hanging  them  in  their  perma- 
nent winter  quarters. 

About  the  first  week  of  May,  prune  the 
plants  quite  S3verely,  place  the  roots  in  w^ater 
for  live  or  six  days,  and  they  will  begin  to 
show  signs  of  life  and  growth.  Then  plant 
them  out  of  doors  in  a  somewhat  sandy,  sunny 
bed,  and  in  about  two  month's  time  these 
plants  will  be  strong  and  healthy,  and  in  prime 
condition  to  develop  buds  and  flow^ers  for  a 
continuous  and  rich  display  of  bloom.

fHIS  FLOWER  is  known  as  California 
Fuchsia,  and  is  truly  a  magnificient  per- 
ennial plant,  worthy  of  being  extensive- 
ly cultivated.  It  will  succeed  almost  any 
where  throughout  the  United  States  without 
protection.  In  its  native  home  in  the  Sierra 
Nevada  mountains  it  inliabits  the  borders  of 
mountain  streams,  growing  in  rocky  crevices 
and  inaccessable  places.  1  have  found  it  along 
the  edge  of  streams,  where  in  winter  the  plants 
would  be  frozen  solid  for  six  weeks  at  a  time. 
It  is  not  particular  as  to  soil,  and  will  grow  in 
very  dry  localities  as  well  as  along  streams.  It 
is  easily  propagated  by  cuttings  and  seeds.  It 
attauis  a  height  of  about  two  feet,  and  fonus  a 
dense,  spreading  mat  over  the  ground.  The 
leaves  are  willow-shaped,  and  a  brilliant  silver 
green.  It  blooms  luxuriantly  during  the  months 
of  September,  Octobei  and  part  of  November . 
The  blossoms  are  about  an  inch  in  length,  with 
lustrous  fire-red  color,  and  are  of  extreme 
beauty  and  magnificence.  The  plant  makes  an 
excellent  border  plant,  and  as  a  cut  flower  it 
stands  unrivaled  S.  S.  Watkins.

Buttercup  Oxalis.  —  Be  sure  to  in 
elude  a  few  bulbs  of  Buttercup  Oxalls  in  your 
fall  order  of  bulbs.  They  bloom  all  winter, 
and  are,  indeed,  a  pot  of  sunshine  during  the 
long  dreary  winter  months.  Several  bulbs  can 
be  planted  to  each  pot,  and  will  give  much 
bloom.  The  bulbs  are  very  cheap,  and  the 
amount  of  bloom  per  bulb  is  wonderful.  Pot 
up  like  other  bulbs,  except  that  it  Is  not  neces- 
saiy  to  set  them  in  the  cellar  to  root.  The  back 
bench  on  the  plant  stand  is  just  the  place,  un- 
til they  are  up,  then  give  morning  sunshine, 
and  they  will  soon  bloom.

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Kuonymus.— Mr.  Park:  I  inclose  the  leaf  of 
a  small  pot  plant  and  wish  you  to  give  me  the  name. 
It  is  a  nice,  upright,  woody  plant,  does  not  bloom, 
but  grows  from  slips.— Mrs.  S.  Bacon,  Ohio. 

Ans.— The  leaf  inclosed  is 
shown  in  the  little  illustration, 
and  is  of  Euonymus  Japoni- 
cus  aureus  variegatis.  It  is 
hardy  at  the  Xorth,  especially 
with  some  protection,  and  is 
not  only  a  handsome  pot  plant, 
but  very  desirable  as  an  ever- 
green ornamental  hedge.  In 
the  South  the  plant  blooms 
and  bears  clusters  of  scarlet 
frait.  A  near  relative  of  this  Euonymus  is 
Euonymus  radicans  variegatis.  It  is  of  climb- 
ing habit,  the  foliage  being  green  with  a  white 
margin,  and  retained  throughout  the  year. 

Hardy  Vine.— 3Ir.  Park:  What  would  be  a 
good  hardy  flowering  vine  for  South  Dakota,  and 
how  long  would  it  take  it  to  get  10  feet  high?— Helen 
Hebbert,  S.  Dakota. 

Ans.— A  good  summer  flowering  vine  suitable 
for  South  Dakota  is  Bignonia  radicans.  The 
plant  will  reach  10  feet  high  in  two  years,  and 
bloom  freely  from  midsummer  until  autumn. 
The  flowers  are  large,  tubular,  red,  and  borne 
in  clusters,  opening  successively.  It  is  showy 
in  foliage  as  well  as  in  flowers,  and  the  flowers 
are  succeeded  by  large,  attractive  seed-pods, 
which  hang  on  until  spring.  The  plant  can  be 
trained  to  a  stake  until  12  feet  high,  then  per- 
mitted to  branch  out  and  form  a  weeping  head, 
thus  making  a  standard  tree.  It  is  also  desira- 
ble for  covering  an  old  building  or  tree,  or  for 
a  summer-house.  It  is  a  lasting  vine,  and  if  the 
young  branches  are  winter-killed  they  can  be 
trimmed  off  in  the  spring,  and  will  be  replaced 
by  fresh,  vigorous  growth.  It  wall  grow  in 
almost  any  soil  or  situation. 

A  Center  plant.— Mr,  Park:  I  have  a  flow^er 
bed  three  feet  across  bordered  with  blue  Columbine, 
and  for  the  center  I  would  like  a  white,  hardy  flower 
that  blooms  at  the  same  time  as  the  Columbine,  and 
18  inclies  in  height.  I  have  now  in  the  bed  white  Iris, 
but  am  goimr  to  take  it  out  as  it  gi'ows  too  high  and 
large.— Matilda,  Mo.,  .June  1, 1916. 

Ans.— A  hardy  and  lasting  plant  for  the  cen- 
ter part  of  the  bed  would  be  w^hite  Sweet 
Rocket.  This  will  grow  two  feet  high,  and 
bloom  throughout  the  early  part  of  the  season. 
The  flowers  are  not  unlike  those  of  Perennial 
Phlox,  and  are  deliciously  fragrant.  Once 
established  it  will  retain  its  place  for  years. 

Asters.— Mr.  Park:  What  is  the  matter  with 
my  Asters?  They  do  well  and  form  buds,  sometimes 
almost  bloom,  and  then  wither  and  die.— Mrs.  Bates. 

Ans.— Of  late  years  Asters  have  been  much 
troubled  with  root  aphis.  This  pest  can  be 
discovered  by  unearthing  the  soil  about  the 
base  of  the  plant.  The  remedy  is  to  make  a 
cavity  about  the  base  of  the  plant  and  fill  it  in 
with  chopped  tobacco  stems  or  coal  ashes,  and 
water  with  tobacco  tea. 

Brug-mansia.— Mr.  Park:  IsBrugmansia 
suaveolens  hard  to  grow,  and  liow  long  before  a 
small  plant  will  l)loom?  Wliat  soil  and  situation  do 
they  thrive  best  in?— Mrs.  M.      Mich.,  Apr.  15, 1916. 

Ans.— Brugmansia  suaveolens  is  very  easily 
grown.   It  can  be  kept  in  a  pot  or  bucket  or 


tub  in  winter,  and  bedded  out  on  the  east  or 
west  side  of  the  house  in  summer,  where  it 
will  be  protected  from  the  west  winds  and  the 
hot  afternoon  sunrays.  It  will  grow  in  any 
rich,  porous  soil  where  it  gets  sun  for  half  of 
the  day.  The  plants  are  easily  propagated 
from  cuttings,  and  begin  to  bloom  freely  when 
quite  small,  and  will  continue  blooming 
throughout  the  season.  In  autumn  the  plant 
can  be  taken  up  and  potted  and  kept  in  a  frost- 
proof room,  sparingly  watered  until  spring, 
when  it  may  again  be  bedded  out.  If  bedded 
in  a  gre^ouse  or  kept  in  a  conservatory,  the 
plant  will  bloom  during  the  winter.  It  is  one 
of  the  most  satisfactory'  and  handsome  of  the 
tropical  plants  bedded  out  in  summer. 

Geraniums,— Mr.  Park:  I  took  a  slip  fi'om  a 
Geranium  two  years  ago  and  kept  it  in  the  house  in 
winter,  bedding  it  out  in  summer.  It  refuses  to 
bloom,  though  it  grows  larger  all  the  time.  What 
shall  I  do  with  it?— Miss  Cecil  Parks,  Iowa. 

Ans.— Stir  some  bonedust  or  phosphate  into 
the  surface  soil,  then  place  the  pot  inside  a 
larger  pot,  filling  in  the  space  with  Sphagnum 
Moss,  and  placing  some  of  the  moss  over  the 
soil  about  the  plant.  Keep  close  to  the  glass, 
in  a  window  with  southern  exposure.  Water 
sparingly  until  the  buds  begin  to  push  out,  then 
water  freely. 

Day  I^ily.-.Mr.  Park:  I  have  a  mite  Day 
Lily  seven  years  old  that  has  never  bloomed.  If  it 
were  not  for  the  grand  foliage  I  would  have  thrown 
it  away.  The  plant  was  taken  from  one  that  bloomed 
every  year.   Why  does  it  not  bloom?— Mrs.  Kohl,  111. 

Ans.— The  White  Day  Lily  sometimes  fails  to 
bloom  when  the  soil 
in  which  it  is  growing 
is  not  well  drained, 
and  the  plant  is 
densely  shaded.  The 
lack  of  flowers  is 
mostly  due  to  acid  in 
the  soil.  If  fresh- 
slacked  lime  is  stirred 
into  the  surface,  it 
will  neutralize  the 
acid,  make  the  soil 
porous,  admit  the  air,  and  bring  it  into  favora- 
ble condition  for  the  development  of  buds  and 
flowers. 

Kerns.— Mr.  Park :  Last  April  I  purchased  four 
small  Ferns  and  repotted  them  m  pots  with  charcoal 
drainage,  the  earth  being  equal  parts  of  fine  dirt  and 
sand.  The  Asparagus  and  Boston  Fern  are  growing 
wonderfully,  but  the  Koosevelt  and  Wliitmanii  keep 
sending  up  new  shoots,  which  just  come  above  the 
ground,  then  die.  They  have  good  drainage,  and  I 
sprinkle  the  foliage  every  day.  Once  a  week  I  water 
them  with  weak  manure  water.  The  ground  close 
to  the  plant  is  moldy  most  of  the  time.  How  shall  I 
treat  them?— Miss  Cecil  Parks,  Iowa. 

Ans.— Repot  the  plants  that  are  not  doing 
well,  giving  them  a  compost  of  one-third  sharp 
sand,  one-third  pulverized  Sphagnum  Moss, 
and  one-third  leaf-mold,  all  thoroughly  mixed. 
Use  the  charcoal  drainage,  and  press  the  earth 
firmly  about  the  roots.  Give  a  thorough  water- 
ing, then  w^ater  sparingly  until  growth  begins. 
Give  morning  sun,  but  avoid  the  hot  sun  of 
midday.  AVhen  growth  becomes  active  apply 
water  more  freely.  When  preparing  the  com- 
post, a  handful  of  fresh-slacked  lime  stirred 
into  it  will  be  found  beneficial.
